After the end of June all produce’ 
merchants in the province of Alberta 
must be licensed,:in accordance with

Produce Merchants 
Act of 1922, all produce’ merchants 
must register and obtain’ a license: 
from the department of agriculture 
at Edmonton, application forms for

CASH BONUS FOR 
VETERANS AGAIN 
IS RECOMMENDED 


Ottawa, May 2.—The principle of a 
cash bonus for all returned soldiers 
as a step towards complete re-estab- 
lishment, was again advocated before 
the house of commons committee on 
soldier's re-establishment today by 
1G. R. McNichol, member of the domin-! 
ion executive of the Grand Army of 
United Veterans! Mr. McNichol sug- 
gested that the government issue four 
bonds to each soldier, the bonds to 
mature in five-year periods, the first | 
series to mature five years after the | 
date of issue, According to his plan | 
the bonds would be immediately glv-! 
en to the soldiers but would be con- 
trolled by a board of management, The 
bonds would not be endorsed by this 
board until the soldier produced a 
sound proposition for their use. The 
amount suggested for married men: 
was $900 and $630 for single men. 

Criticism of grants to returned sol- 
dier organizations from the interest 
accruing on the canteen funds, held in 
trust by the government, was made to | 


the committee by W. H. Kirchner and ! 


W. FE. Holmes, of Vancouver. al 
Kirchner alleged that these grants 
were made last fall and that the pro- | 
cedure was not fair to all oc 
men. 

Cc. G. MacNeil, dominion secretary- 
treasurer of the Great War Veterans’ 
association, declared that the money 
was handled through a board of trus- 
tees and that audited returns of the 
expenditures were ayailable, 

Mr. Holmes alleged that at least 
$50,000 was granted the different as- 
sociations, He also criticized the 
memberships of the soldier organiza- 
tions as quoted by ‘their representa- 
tives before the committee, 

Mr. MacNeil declared that if the 
organizations were to be attacked, 
they should be given an opportunity 
to defend themselves and that they 
were prepared to do so. Soldier or- 
ganizations stood for the best ideals 
in the public life. 

Chairman Marter announced that a 
full opportunity would be given the 
soldiers’ organizations to state their 
positions.

WOULD HIT BACK 
AT U.S. FOR TAX 
ON CANADIANS 


Ottawa, May 2—The house of com- 
mons yesterday adopted a resolution 
calling upon the government to consi- 
der the advisability of levying an in- 
come tax of eight per cent on all 
aliens, not residents of Canada, who 
are employed in Canada or derive in- 
come for services rendered in Canada, 
when such incomes exceed $1,000 per 
annum, 

The resolution was proposed by W. 
}M. Germain (Liberal, Weiland), who 
stated that up to November, 1921, the 
Income Tax Act of the United States 
was practically the same as that of 
Canada, In 1921 the United States 
Act had been amended in such a way 
as to bear heavily on Canadians who 
derived their income from work in the 
The result wag that 
Canadians, living in Canada, but work- 
ing in the United States, and whether 
married or single, were only allowed 
an exemption of $1,000 and were taxed 
at the rate of 8 per cent. At the same 
time the Canadian tax on an American 
citizen was only 4 per cent, with an 
exemption of $2,000 to married men, 
or men with dependents. The Cana- 
dian taxation law treated both Cana- 
diang and Americans exactly the same. | 
The United States act worked an in- 
Justice on Canadian citizens working 
in that country while at the same time 
were 
working: in Canada and living in the 
United States,

PRESENTIMENT OF DANGER SAVES FAMILY

Peace River, April 29—A_ presenti- 
ment of impending tragedy saved a 
mother and her seven children from a 
terrible death beneath the grinding ice 
wall of the loosening Smoky river, 
early on Sunday morning, according to 
news received here. Mr, and Mrs. 
William Green, of West Peace river, 
with their seven children, all under 
eleven years of age, were planning to 
float down the Peace River behind the 
ice run this spring, making the trip 
dcwn to Great Slave lake on’a large 
raft that the father had constructed. 

The raft, with its cabin and $3,000 
worth of settlor’s effect. was built on 
an fgland in tho stream at the junc: 
tion of the Peace antl Smoky rivers, 


with the idea of launching it as soon 
ag the ice went out. 

Late Saturday evening, Mr. Green, 
alone on the raft with her children, 
felt a strange presentiment. Gather- 
ing up her brood she made her way 
across the ice to a friend's home sev- 
eral miles away, At 4 o'clock on Sun- 
day morning the waters of the Smoky 
rose with a Tush and the island was 
covered under thirty feet of {ce blocks 
by daylight. The father, returniag 
from looking after livestock, thought 
at first that all his family had been 
wiped out, As it is, the family has 
lost all of its possessions, The ico

THE LAST ONE. 
HUNDRED DAYS 


Ottawa, May 3.—While military de- 
fence was under discussion in the 
house of commons yesterday, Briga- 
dier General J. A. Clark, Conservative 
Burrard, B.C., compared the work ac- 
complished by the Canadian and the 
United States forces in the last 160 
days of the war, to show how Cana- 
dian’ forces had been benefitted by 
actual war experience. 

The United States, said the general, 
entered the war three years after 
Canada and therefore was not able 
to make the showing Canada did, Dur- 
ing the last 100 days the United States 
had 650,000 men in action, and Cana- 
da; 105,000. United States troops en- 
gaged for 27 days and Canadian troops 
for 100 days. United States battle 
casualties number approximately 160,- 
000 and Canada's approximately 45-000 
during the period, United States 


‘troops captured 16,000 jrisonerg and 


Canadian troops 35,000. United States 
troops captured 486 guns as compared 
with 623 by the Canadians; 177 trench 
mortars as compared with 336. Dur- 
ing the last 100 days United States 
troops freed 610 square miles and Can. 
adian troops 600 square miles, ‘The 
Americans advanced 34 miles as com- 
pared with 86 miles advanced by the 
Canadians, 

General Clark drew the comparison 
to show how Canadian forces had been 
benefitted by actual war experience.

Fort William.—Over haifa mil- 
lion dollars will be spent by the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway this summer 
upon improvements to their big coal 
dock3 on Island Number One, at the 
mouth of the McKellar river. Sup- 
erintendent Hawkins announced re- 
cently that the 1922 estimutes in- 
cluded an appropriation for the 
work, and that construction would 
start,sometime during the end of 
the present month. The improve- 
ment will consist of a huge storing 
or distribution crane, and general 
enlargement of the coal handling 
and storage facilities of the docks,

Both bride 
and bridegroom are of Swedish na- 
tionality. 


Vancouver.—Mr. H. J. Loughran, 
vho is in charge of the farm land 
department of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway at Vancouver, reports that 
business was very satisfactory dur- 
ing 1921 and prospects are better 
/than ever for this vear. 

During the year there were re- 
ceived at the office 6,820 enquiries 
for information regarding land, tim- 
ber, and general conditions in Brit- 
ish Columbia and the prairies. 

Sales were made directly and in- 
directly to 820 parties. of whom 
cighty were single men and the re- 
mainder men with families, About 
132,000 acres of land were disposed 
of at an average vrice’ of $18 per 
acre, about. $2,876,000 of property 
being sold. 

During the past two months the 
company has heen advertising Co- 
iumbia Valley lands, as a result of 
which 397 enquiries have been re- 
ceived and forty applications for 
land made.

WHERE A POUND

THE RE-DISCOVERY OF ISLE AUX NOIX 


v AFTER having lain in neglected 
obscurity for upwards of sixty 


Years, visited only by occasional 
tourists along the historic Richelieu, 
the Canadian Government has hand- 
ed the care of Isle aux Noix over to 
the National Parks Commission to 
be preserved as an historic relic of 
by-gone days. In a lecture on “His- 
tory in the Making along the Riche- 
lieu,” delivered before the St. James 
Literary Society of Montreal, in 
November, 1920, the Rev. A. FL. 
Moore, of St. Johns, Que., urged the 
desirability of such a step. This 
influential society at once made a 
request to the Government to that 
~effect, the Hon. Senator G. G. Fost- 
er, I.C., ably seconded their request. 
and the result is as stated above. 

The Isle aux Noix is replete with 
historic associations. Lying in the 
Richelieu river (which was known 
successively in past years as the Iro- 
auois river, the St. Louis, and the 
Sorell). ten miles from the line be- 
tween Canada and the United States 
containing about 85 acres of sur- 
face and quite commandine the 
river, this island has much to in- 
terest the student and thrill the 
patriot. Champlain, in 1609, was 
probably the first white man to set 
foot upon it. It was impossible to 
miss its strategic value, 

During the French regime it was 
an ontnost of the colony. English 
raiders, like Rovers and, Schuyler, 
had to make a detour past its 
vigilant sentries. Isle aux Noix was 
on guard! Tt sprang into promi- 
nence in 1759 when it received De 
Bourlemsque's force of 2,000 men, 
retiring before Ambherst’s superior 
forces around Lake Champlain. In 
1860 Amherst wrote of this place:— 

“He (De Bourlemaque) erected 
such a number of works as to rendey 
it, by all accounts, impregnable, and 


everyone agrees who has taken a 
view of them, that the Isle aux Noix, 
had it been attacked. would have 
been the Churchyard of the British 
Army.” Haviland encamped near 
the Isle aux Noix on August 16th, 
1860, Bougainville: commanded the 
French garrison, and when he saw 
the island so thoroughly invested he 
made a successful retreat down the 
river during the night of August 
25th, leaving a few men to engage 
the attention of the English attack- 
ers, They took possession shortly 
afterwards, and the fall of Isle aux 
Noix opened up the way into French 
Canada, The fight for Canada prac- 
tically ended at this strategie point. 

The Isle aux Noix did not figure 
much in the war of 1775-76. Mont- 
gomery and Schuyler held. it, and 
when Arnold led his broken army 
hack from his failure at Quebec he 
stayed here for a time. Fever broke 
out and wrought havoc among his 
men, many. of whom lie in_ its 
neglected cemeteries. The American 
effort to capture the post in 1812 
failed. 

The Imperial Government was 
now fully aware of the importance 
of Isle aux Noix, as commanding 
the great waterway from Lake 
Champlain into Canada, and the 
present “Tort Lennox,” standing on 
the southern end of the island, was 
projected in 1819 and built in 1823. 
Upon the quadrangular works of 
the old Irench Fort immense ram 
parts were raised, a moat surround: 
ed the Fort, the entrance was com 
manded by a drawbridge, an.] massive 
cut stone buildings of imposing de. 
sign provided quarters for the 
troops, and their officers. These 
beautiful buildings stand in stately 
splendor to-day shaded by massive

Little does the present generation! 
realize the intense activity in naval 
operations that once characterized 
the now placid Richelieu. The Isle 
aux Noix shared with St. Johns the 
activ in_ preparation which en- 
abled Sir Guy~Carleton to muster a. 
naval force in 1776 and wipe out the 
American fleet in the naval! battle 
of Ticonderoga. In the. fight at 
Lacolle Mill, on March Oth, 1814, 
material assistance was given to the 
defenders of the Mill by two sloons 
and two gun-boats that came from 
isle aux Noix. From the naval yards 

‘ that place .were launched sun- 
boats carrying as many as thirty 
guns. 

As the visitor to Isle aux Noix 
stands on one of the bastions that 
command ‘a view of the majestic 
river and looks through the trees 


across the snacious parade grounds , 


within the Fort, he can imagine he 
hears onee again the cali of the 
bugle, he can see officers and men 
issuing from their quarters in tho 
resplendent uniforms of the oldea 
days, he can hear the sharp word of 
command, he-can see the children 
playing on the common across the 
moat, and all. the while the vigilant 
eve of the imaginary sentry at his 
side scans the river's course as he 
guards his fortress home. But tha 
day of these things has lone passed 
away. In 1859 the Imperial troops 
were withdrawn; since then’ the 
hand of time, and other less honest 
ands have been bnsv impoverishire 
this treasured spot of jts evidences 
of past activity. Let us hope that 
nder tne care of the National Parks 
Commission nothing will be left un-! 
done to preserve this outnost of 
Empire in former days.

Those who have seen this lake 
say it is the most superd bit of 
scenery in the Rockies or Selkirks. 
It lies not far distant from the town 
of Invermere, a good auto voad goes 
half way, ponies and pack train 
penetrate beyond. Ice caves sur- 
passing those of the Alps are here, 
beauties which tourists cross con 
tinents to see, lie practically at th» 
door of the little town of Invermere 

The links are on the promontory 
where the camp is located. The point 
was called Kath-tow-hah-lait, and by 
the way it is on the historical site 
of Fort Kootenay, which was com- 
menced in 1807 by David Thompson, 


astronomer, and surveyor, of tho 
North West Trading Company. Af. 


ter eight tiers of logs were put to- 
gether for the warehouse, the pro- 
ject was abandoned on that site and 
Fort Kootenay wos built two miles 
north in the same year. David 
Thompson was the first white man 
in the country, and it was he who 
discovered the Columbia river. The 
golf course is nine holes, and surely 
no course has a more beautiful situa- 
tion. The fishing is good in many 
of the lakes in this district, and for 
big game hunting the adjacent coun- 
try holds out every inducement to 
those who are keen for this sport. 
As said before, this district has 
everything from Glacial regions, to 
hot springs. Sinclair Hot Springs 
has a concrete swimming bath which 
attracts many on account of the 
curative properties of the water. 
Fairmont to the south also has hot 
springs. The water in Lake Winder- 
mere averages about sixty-eight de- 
Res affording. good bathing which 
unusual in mountainous regions .,

Dr. J. C. Housten of Charlottetown, 
in an address before the Caledonia 
club gives some reasons why it is so 
difficult to obtain intelligent and un- 
biased opinions of liquor control, which 
is undoubtedly interesting more peo- 
ple today than any other modern ques- 
ton, In the first place people have 
apparently always liked the effect and 
there are still a few, who, without ask- 
ing any questions, regard it as a good 
creature of God, and this fact combin- 
ed with its commercial value and the 
attitude of drinkers, moderate and im- 
moderate, give many phases to the 
liquor question. He says that al- 
though many of us do not regard con- 
ditions as ideal, it seems that many of 
us finally reached the last stage where 
science and common sense have taken 
hold of it and here the alcohol problem 
will surely be eventually solved. He 
treats it as a food, a drug and a pois- 
on. h 

Alcohol as a food—proteins act as 
a fuel to supply energy and can re- 
place worn out tissues. Fats and car- 
bohydrates also act as fuel to supply 
energy bul they can be stored up in 
the body as a reserve in case of need. 
Alsohol can neither supply the mater- 
jal needed for repairs nor can it be 
stored up as a reserve but we know it 
¥g used as a fuel and during burning 
supplies a certain amount of energy, 
and while it is burning less fats and 
carbohydrates are being used. In this 
way alcohol may be regarded as a 
food. It is very soluble, it is quickly 
absorbed ‘into the blood, ‘Alcohol is 
a food suitable only for emergencies.” 

“In the light of our knowledge of 
how alcohol acts in the body there 
can be no question that its habitual 
use by the worker as a substitute for 
food or in thesbelief that it gives 
a fillip to energy is physiologically 
unsound.”

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THE POPULATION 
OF THE DOMINION 


The total population of Canada in 
the census of 1921, according to fig- 
ures issued by the.Dominion govern- 
_jment, is 8,769,489, as compared with 
7,266,643 in the census of 1911, an in- 
c¥ease of 1,562,846 for the ten years, 
or nearly twenty-two per ‘cent. All 
the provinces of the dominion exhibit 
increases with the exception of Prince 
Edward Island, the, Yukon and the 
Northwest Territories, whose  de- 
creases are explained by circumstance 
and conditions. The growth of popu. 
lation is especially marked in the west 
the prairie provinces and British Col- 
umbia having together’ added nearly 
one half to their numbers. 

Ontario is the most populous pro- 
vince of Canada with a population of 
2,929,054, followed closely by Quebec 
with 2,349,067. Saskatchewan 'fol- 
lows with 761,390; Manitoba 613,000; 
Alberta 581,995; Nova Scotia 528,837; 
British Columbia, 523,353; New Bruns- 
wick 387,839; Prince Edward Island, ; 
$8,615; Northwest Territories, 6,684, | 
and the Yukon 4,162, The sca 
of Saskatchewan shows the greatest 
proportional increase in population, 
since the taking of the last census

Lethbridge, May 1—Lambing — has 
commenced at the sheep camps in this 
district, and by May 10 operations at 
the lambing grounds will have reached 
thelr maximum, flock owners believe.
